WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. — Chi- 
na's answer to the American 
government's communication 
calling attention to Russia's 
charges' that the Chinese wore violat- 
ing neutrality, was delivered to" Unit- 
ed States Secretary of State Hay at 
his residence today by Sir Shcn.tung 
Lien Tung, the Chinese minister. It 
Will later be sent to the President. 

Regarding the charge that Chinese 
handits are enlisted in the .Inpatient 
army, the Chinese government calls at- 
tention to the fact that they were first 
enlisted by the Russians as frontier 
guards, and fought against the Japan- 
ese, 

"We find no Japanese officers in our 
national army at all. We do find in 
the government school in Paotiugfu sev- 
eral Japanese officers. Most of them, 
however, had been engaged ibefore the 
war. They nre on the same footing as 
Russians and other foreigners in edu- 
cational institutions throughout the 
empire. China further regards this as 
a matter of internal administration, of 
which no other government has cause 
to complain." 

Regarding the iron ore said to have 
'been furnished the Japanese army, the 
.answer says this ore is from certain 
mines owned by the Chinese merchants, 
separate from the government urines at 
Ilangyang. The transactions are not 
recognized by the Chinese government. 
The Mateo islands are said to have 
heon used by the Japanese as a base 
for either navy. The Chinese govern- 
ment has for the past year i stationed n 
swift cruiser to watch this island, and 
no sign of any landing of Japanese has 
'been reported io the government. Re- 
garding the articles of contraband al- 
leged to have been sent to Dalny, the 
lyiswer says ships have left Cbefoo 
without the knowledge of the Chinese 
government for Dalny, and no clearance 
'papers 'for that port have been issued 
by the Chinese officials. 

Regarding the Ryotdiitelni incident, 
it is stated (hat the seizure was as un- 
expected by the Chinese as by the Rus- 
sians. The Chinese government did 
everything it could against such seiz- 
ures. The Chinese government late" 
rer) bested Japan to return the vessel, 
and while the incident is not yet clos- 
ed. China considers she has done all 
possible in the matter. 

The Chinese government considers 
that Russia has violated neutrality in 
a number of instances. Bridges have 
boon built by the Russians over the 
Lino river, and Russian troops have 
encamped on the west side of the river, 
which is supposed to mark the boun- 
dary lino of the neutral zone. In many 
places in the neutral zone, the Russians 
have forced the sale of provisions. The 
Chinese have made many advices to 
the Russians smuggling arms and am- 
munition. The captain of the Kyoshit- 
elni. while going to Shanghai under 
military escort,' made bis escape from 
the authorities in whoso charge lip was. 
It was stated in conclusion that in view 
■ if ilie baseless charges made by a bel- 
ligerent, China feels it incumbent upon 
her to make this answer and let the 
truth "oe known that (he Chinese gov- 
ernment has not swerved one iota from 
her neutrality, and that the general at- 
titude of the people is peaceful and has 
'been appreciated as such by the pow- 
ers.

known cause. All are getting hotter. 
An examination of all the food, milk 
and ice used in the cafo failed to dis- 
close any cause for illness until the city 
chemist, Mr. llnyward, analyzed a can 
of baking powder, when lie found the 
arsenic. "I have found sufficient quan- 
tity to kill one hundred people," said 
Ilnyward today.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 21.— St. Peters- 
burg will be declared in a state of siege 
tomorrow. General Trepoff, until recent- 
ly chief of police -of Moscow, has been 
appointed Governor-General of St. 
Petersburg and has taken up quarters 
in the Winter palace. Strangely enough, 
the only precedent is the case of Gen- 
eral Trepoff's father during the reign 
of nihilistic terrorism under Alexander 
II, and it is also a strange coincidence 
that unsuccessful attempts were made 
on the lives of both. General Trepol? 
is a man of great energy, but the meas- 
ures he adopted at 'Moscow for the sup- 
pressing the student demonstrations ill 
December last provoked much resent- 
ment and the revolutionists recently con- 
demned him to death. The aspect of 
the Russian capita) is decidedly more 
calm. (Business, which had been at a 
complete standstill', has been resumed 
upon a limited basis. The employees 
in a few of the smaller factories re- 
sumed work today, and the crowds of 
strikers in the streets wore diminished. 
Troops, although In evidence, were not 
so numerous as on Monday, and a more 
confident feeling exists In official circles 
that the energetic measures which have 
been inaugurated will ensure the 'Safety 
ami quiet of the city. 

Beneath the surface, however, the fer- 
ment continues, and the public nervous- 
ness and apprehension as to future de- 
velopments is still unallnyed. 

Meetings of different classes in oppo- 
sition to the order of things, were held 
during the afternoon and evening, but 
the warlike element which was sudden- 
ly brought together by the tragic events 
<if lust Sunday are advancing on differ- 
I out plans and no common ground of ac- 
tion yet has been found. 

In the meantime the police are ac- 
tively searching out the leaders. Three 
well-known Russian authors and a prom- 
incut editor were arrested today and the 
prisons are filled with revolutionists and 
.student orators. iSuch measures may re- 
sult in more terrorism tomorrow, but 
the consensus of opinion is that the im- 
mediate actions' of the strikers depends 
upon what occurs in Moscow and other 
large cities of Russia where the work- 
men are beginning to strike. Over 100,- 
000 men are out in the ancient capital 
of the empire tonight. A telegram froiv 
iMosrow to the Associated Press at mid- 
night reported that there had been no 
disorder there as yet. 

There will be a big demonstration 
there tomorrow, and it is feared it wMll 
be nccompanied by bloodshed. The situa- 
tion concerning the military authorities 
at 'Moscow is; much more serious than 
that in .St. Petersburg. Out of over 
1,000,000 of the inhabitants over two- 
thirds are workingmen, including an ex- 
ceedingly rough and turbulent element. 
The troops there nre less in numbers 
and the city does not. lend itself like 
St. Petersburg to natural barriers 
against the strikers. There are no canals 
and hills and narrow streets, making it 
difficult for troops to act. Only the 
gates piercing the walls of the old town 
which surround the Tvromlin would af- 
ford tho military natural places to bar 
demonstrations. 

The lower section of the Nevsky Pros- 
pect, including the Winter palace dis- 
trict and the quay, where the emfbaBBfts 
nre located, is In darkness nnd there has 
been a resumption of the panicky feeling 
of yesterday. Nevertheless the authori- 
ties' express increasing confidence that 
the backbone of the strike is broken and 
that all the prominent agitators and 
many extreme liberals have boon arrest- 
ed. Father Gopon has disappeared, and 
is said to ho in Moscow directing the 
strike there.

Cos- 
sacks are clearing the streets with whips. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky has .resign? 
ed, hut his resignation is not yet ac- 
cepted as it is difficult to find a substi- 
tute. The position has been offered 
to Prince Obolensky, who- has declined. 
Obolensky is a 'member of the imperial 
council and formerly was governor of 
Warsaw. M, Witte was offered the post 
but refused. Among those killed yes- 
terday was Mile. Orenloff, daughter of 
the director of the Alexander museum 
hero, and granddaughter of a well-known 
painter. 

Grand Duke Constantly presides nt 
tomorrow's meeting of the press dele- 
gates, and it is ^expected this will end 
the printer's strike. Most of the vic- 
tims of Sunday's massacre have been 
buried tonight, but many families can 
obtain no information as to the fate of 
their relatives.

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 24. — Charles 
Tucker, of Auburndale, at 10:10 o'clock 
tonight Was found guilty of murder In' 
tho first degree in killing Miss Mabel 
Pago in her father's home in Weston 
on March 31 last. The penalty is death 
in tho electric chair at the state prison 
in Charlestown. about a -mile from the 
scene of the trial. He will be sentenc- 
ed later. 

Tucker collapsed utterly when the 
verdict was announced and his counsel 
were unable to revive him for some 
time. 

The murder of Miss Mlihel Page at 
Weston, Mass., on March 31, 1001, for 
which Charles L. Tucker was found 
guilty, attracted wide attention because 
of the unusual and mysterious circum- 
stances Hurroundiuc the case. 

Miss Page, who was forty-one years 
old, lived in a small country dwelling 
house with her father, Eu,_<srd Page, 
formerly a prosperous Boston merchant, 
and her brother, Harold. She was 
stabbed to death -within knife. 

On April 1 Tucker was tnken to the 
Newton police station and examined 
upon tho strength of a report that he 
had been seen near the Page house. 
On arrival at Boston. Tucker was re- 
leased, having 'satisfied tho police as to 
his movements. About u week later, 
as a result of further inquiry by detec- 
tives, Tucker was formally charged 
with the crime. 

The government's case against Tuck- 
er' included the charge that a slip of 
paper containing the. address ".I. L. 
Morton, Chnrlestown, Mnss.," found be- 
side the body of Miss Page, was in tho 
handwriting of the defendant, that a 
stickpin found in bin pocket had hcosi 
stolen from the Page home, and tin' 
broken pieces of the blade found in hi-' 
home were parts of (ho knlfvi '.villi 
which he hlld slabbed Miss Page.

"First— Tire city and government of 
St. Petersburg are placed under the 
authority of the governor-general. 

"Second — In questions where tie 
raiai^f.enanee of state institutions and 
public security are at stake all the local 
civil authorities and all the educational 
institutions are made subject to the 
governor-general. 

"Third — The governor-general has the 
right! with the assent of the -minister 
of the interior, to enforce measures 
sanctioned by article 140 of the censor- 
ship statute. 

"Fourth — Apart from tlie right of 
making obligatory the regulations in 
ncfordaneo with the law providing for 
stricter maintenance of order, the gov- 
ernor-general will be empowered to 
•make obligatory the regulations affect- 
ing objects or property of any kind in 
the interests of public tranquility ami 
order in his jurisdiction: while in cases 
of violation of die regulations, the pen- 
alties and methods of procedure pre- 
scribed in articles 15 and 16 of the law 
for the stricter maintenance of order 
aire to be adopted, whereby the gover- 
nor-general ran commission the gover- 
nor and prefect of St. Petersburg, who 
are subject to him to deal with cases. 

"Fifth — Tlie governor-general is em- 
powered to summon the civil authori- 
ties to support him militarily as soon 
as In' deems it necessary, ami forces he 
considers needful shall be placed at his 
command." 

The sixth sect ion subordinates to the 
igovernor-generai all the gendarmerie in 
the administration ami railway gen- 
darmes in his official district, as well 
as the authorities and official person- 
ages in the zone, are expropriated for 
•railway purpose's as far as police mat- 
ters are concerned. 

Under the seventh section, for police 
purposes, all government factories and 
workshops in his official districts arc 
fuibonlinated to the governor-general. 

Under the eighth section all the rights 
of the minister of tlie interior with ref- 
erence to the confirmation in office of 
the communal authorities and Zcmstvos 
in I lie territory of tlie St. Petersburg 
government fire transferred to the gov- 
ernor-general. * 

By the ninth section, the governor- 
general is empowered to prevent indivi- 
duals (o remain in his official district.

London, Jan, 24. — Mr. Asquith, speak- 
ing last night before the Liberal fed- 
eration, said he would like to ask Mr.

■were we going to remedy the acknowl- 
edged ills in our industrial and social 
condition, Mr. Chamberlain said to all 
this. In the sacred name of empire, to 
those who would form the colonial con- 
ference he (Asquith), would say, we 
should keep open any and every possible 
source of supply, ami it was as much 
their interest as it was ours that we 
who bore, and were ready to continue 
to boar, the main burden of empire, 
should be free to resort to every reser- 
voir wherever it might be found, from 
which we could draw that which was 
the sustenance of our people* and the 
life-blood of our national prosperity. 

Speaking at West on-supei -mare, Mr. 
Bryce said tlie relations of Great Bri- 
tain to her self-governing colonics would 
'be one of tlie problems id' tlie next Lib- 
eral government. The ministry in which 
Mr. Chamberlain had been secretary 
were conscious of the neglected duties 
nod wcic feeling the people with vague 
rhetoric about empire. "'Empiret' by all 
means, but the best way to strengthen 
that empire was to increase tin 1 happi- 
ness of the people on whose physical 
well-being ami intellectual force both 
the Kingdom and the 'Empire rested. 

Mr. Austin 'Chamberlain, at Moseley, 
saiil not today nor tomorrow, but within 
tlie lifetime of 'a generation, we should 
have to decide either for better or for 
worse whether we would strive for a 
closer union with our kindred nations 
across ihe seas now growing with the 
strength of our population, or whether 
we were to leave them to work out their 
destiny apart from us.

A grand jury was in attendance at 
the urorniug session, consisting of Win.

ing of the fall of the Bastile, exclaimed 
to his courtiers, "It is a revolt, then."

Events have 
not sufficiently developed in Russia yet 
to say whether they mean simply n re- 
volt, or will lead to a revolution. They 
are serious enough to lead to any con- 
clusion. It depends upon the, headway 
they get. After they reach the point 
where the whole of the nation loses con- 
fidence in the good faith of the Gov- 
ernment and its power to stem dis- 
order, they must run their course, ■trust- 
ing to the guiding hand of Providence 
or the vagaries of blind chance (is to 
results. Says one writer, there is no 
human force which can arrest a national 
conflagration when once it is kindled; 
only on its ashes can a new structure 
arise,' and this only after long and labori- 
ous efforts and 'humiliating disappoint- 
ments. Franco might have been saved 
at the critical moment had it had n 
strong hand at the helm and the sinews 
Of war. It had neither. Louis XVI was 
a good young mau, without the vices or 
faults of his time, but modest and timid; 
n gentleman, but no ruler. He was sur- 
rounded with incompetent ministers and 
bad advisers, who distrusted the people 
and had no sympathy with their wrongs. 
There were able and strong men among 
them, but jealousy of each other, lack of 
patriotism, and the corruption that was 
rampant left them unable to cohere in 
any attempt to grapple with the situa- 
ion. Many at the present time are draw-

There are many points of similarity, al- 
though through the lapse of time and 
the altered conditions comparison as a 
whole is hardly possible. like Franco 
at that time,* Russia is ruled by a weak, 
vacillating and irresolute monarch; that 
at least is the general impression con- 
cerning him. It is almost as impossible 
to get behind the scenes at 'St. Peters- 
burg as it is in the royal household in 
China. There are various estimates of 
the Czar's character. It is not oven 
definitely known whether personally lie 
possesses the virtues of Louis XVI, who 
was mild, temperate, singularly free 
from vices and well-intentioned. The 
best sources of information justify the 
belief thnt he is a mau of small mind 
and of mediocre ability, easily influenced 
by the advico of his favorites, but 
strangely led by caprice to act on his 
own initiative. A man who is weak 
when he should be strong, and obstiuato 
and ungovernable in matters upon "which 
ho should take the advice of others is 
an impossibility in a crisis. He, like 
Louis XVI, is surrounded by a class of 
men corresponding to the notables of 
France/ who constitute officially or un- 
ofllcinlly his advisers. These make up a 
coterie of nobility who, directly or in- 
directly, influence the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. Like the court favorites who 
' haunted the palace of Versailles, they 
are corrupt, they are incapable, through 
jealousies of each other and lack of true 
patriotism, of uniting at. a crisis like the 
present and assisting the Czar in formu- 
lating n wise policy of cither concilia- 
linn or firm resistance. They have no 
sympathy with the wrongs or the suf- 
feiiugs of the mass of the people, and 
they stand between the ruler and them, 
so that he can neither see nor under- 
stand their wants. They are part of the 
system that has prevailed for hundreds 
of years and upon which they have fat- 
' fened. The parallel is in many respects 
complete. On the other hand. Russia, 
though the treasury is Dot in a healthy 
condition, is not in the position of bank- 
ruptcy in which France was; the army 
is not demoralized; and there are many 
strong men of ability and experience in 
the ranks of the nobility. The power of 
resistance to mob law or a general up- 
i isiii.lt is infinitely greater than it v .as 
in France prior to the Revolution. It 
is true that Russia has n mighty war 
on her hands :it the same time, but she 
has immense resources, anil she has 
many outlying subjects,' like the Cos- 
sacks, tt-ho arc little a!!'. 'cled by theories 
of government, and dearly love lighting. 
It all depends, as we have said, upon 
the extent to which revolutionary sym- 
pathies have extended, and how far the 
army is affected by it, as to how success- 
ful the present revolt will be. If in its 
preliminary stages it can get beyond the 
ipower of the authorities to promptly and 
effectively cope with it. then it is likely 
to end in a national conflagration, the 
outcome of which no man can predict. 
JO ven, however, if temporarily quelled, 
the fires of insurrection and revolution 
will simply smoulder, to burst out again 
at a more opportune moment, The abso- 
lutism of Russia in the midst of civilized 
nations with responsible government and 
free institutions, is an astounding an- 
achronism, anil if not now, some time 
in the near future, her people are bound 
to rise as one man and -strike oft the 
shackles which have bound them. The 
process of enfranchisement may be a 
liery one, as it was in Franco, but after 
il is completed never again, as there 
never was in France, will there, be an 
attempt "to restore feudalism, or un- 
equal privileges, or arbitrary taxation." 
.Historians agree that three events of 
pre-eminent importance have occurred in 
modern times to entirely alter or greatly 
change the trend Of 'history. They are 
the Reformation, the American War of 
Independence and the French Revolu- 
tion. The fourth undoubtedly will .be 
the Russian Revolution. Regenerated, 
a great nation like Russia would exor- 
cise a wonderful influence for good on 
the destinies of two continents. We look 
in the transformation for .the rise of re- 
markable and unexpected men, such as 
the French Revolution, of which Napol- 
eon himself was a product— men like 
Mlrabeau, who Unit applied the torch, 
Abbey iSieye, Lafayette, Mural, Talley- 
rand and Robespierre and many other 
iWhO kliowf; hut, 



THE SHUSWAP AND O KAN AG AN 
RA1 LWAY. 

Thero is a. great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion- expressed throughout tho Okanogan 
Valley at the inadequate service render- 
ed by the Shuswnp Si Okanngftu Rail- 
way, In 'act, the service has become a 
] serious grievance — the only grievance in 
a district whore otherwise everything is 
lovely, and "the goose 'hangs high,'' Rep- 
resentations have been made to the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Co. with appar- 
ently no satisfaction. The officials of 
that Company have stated that the traf- 
fic hi and out oCithe district is not sulll- 
cient to maintain n regular daily service, 
and that they cannot, be expected to run 
trains at a loss. For the alleged inade- 
quacy of the service they arc being scor- 
ed by the Interior papers. An effort is 
'being made by the Liberal papers to 
fasten the responsibility upon the Mc- 
Bride Government, As the S & Q. 
was financed 'by the Province, it is ar- 
gued that it lies in the hands of the 
local administration to enforce a better 
service. If a tornado should sweep ti e 
beautiful land of the Okanagan, or if 
by chance the moon should cease to shine 
upon it it would lie all on account of tho 
"weak, incompetent and discredited" 
Government we have across the Bay. 
Premier McBride would .he slated for 
not Staving a stronger pull with that 
Providence, which, it is alleged, shines 

so brightly upon Sir Wilfrid. It hap- 
pens, however, in tho case of the Shus- | 
wap & Okunngau Railway that it is 
entirely in the hands of the 1 •(.►minion 
Government. Now, we do not. say that 
the Dominion Government is to blame 
for an inadequate service; but we do 
say that it is the only power that can 
exercise any supervision over lines of 
railway that have been declared by that 
Government to be for the benefit of 
Canada. It is one of the anomalies of 
our constitution that a Province may 
assist and practically build a railway, 
and even own it, and the Dominion 
Government may stop in and assume 
control. The Province guaranteed the 
bonds of the Shuswnp & Okanagan 
Railway, but as the Dominion Govern- 
ment assisted, that line h 
ed to exist for the general benefit of 
Canada, and, consequently, is under 
control of the Dominion authorities. As 
there cannot be two bodies in authority 
at once the Province has nothing to 
say in the matter at all. So that those 
kind Liberal friends who have been ad- 
vising tiie settlers in the Okanagan to 
"go after" McBride with a sharp stick 
had better turn their attention to Ot- 
tawa. 

However, while the much maligned 
McBride Government lias no authority 
in the premises, wo believe tho turn 
of events before long will -show that it 
'has not been unmindful of the inter- 
ests of the settlers of the Okanagan in 
relation to transportation facilities pro- 
vided by the C. 1'. R., and that if .they 
have patience for a short time .they will 
have a much 'better service than they 
have now. It is not, we feel sure, part 
of the policy of the C. 1'. R. to cripple 
the resources of a district in which it 
is so largely interested, and we look to 
the near future to see matters in this 
respect very much improved. There- 
fore, we should advise our excellent 
contemporaries, the Vernon News, the 
Edenograph of Enderby, the Armstrong 
Advertiser, and tho Kelowna Clarion 
to "hold their horses" for a bit.

Possibly, having in view the political 
ideals which are in rogue, DO one would 
object seriously to the effort of the 
Opposition to make political capital out 
of the Songbees Indian Reserve ques- 
tion. Everyone is aware that much of 
the agitation in connection with this 
question has been lor partizau purposes.

The 
subject of which you wrote Is one at 
v't'al Importance; so vital, yet now few 
the deep Interest In the edu- 



cation of their children that a parent 
should; 1 mean the system of education. 

True they may send their children to 
school most regularly, but they seem to 
think that their responsibility ends there. 

To me, one of the fatal mistakes In the 
present day system Is In the multitude of 
subjects taught. A bright little girl re- 
marked to me only recently: 

"Really I have so uiaay different thin;-" 
to learn that I forget them tn 
t'l'ie; they seem to get mixed up. 

Now this was from a child of more than 
ordinary Intelligence, and one who possesses 
I'xeelb nt reasoning powers. 

Would anyone give a young child hard 
work to do— 1 mean work that would un- 
dermine his constitution, and make him 
a crlppie? , , , , 

None but a lunatic or a hopelessly In- 
human wretch would do that. And sliou'd 
we cram the children with food far beyond 
their canaclty Of digestion. 

None but a simpleton would do that 
cither. 

Yet what are we doing at the present 
day, with our system of Improper educa- 
tion? Cramming tho children with so 
many dhercnt subjects that they have be- 
come chronic mental dyspeptics, and when 
they leave school, the merchants complain 
that the boys can neither read nor write 
as well as they did when the old system 
of education was la vogue. 

I maintain, too, that why the women 
o; the present day arc, in so many cases, 
anaemic and neurotic Is because of this 
Improper education. 

l'.y all means give a good, sound educa- 
tion to both girls and boys, but do he 
merciful and give physical education too; 
develop the mind and body equally. 

Have the girls Instructed In cookery, 
dairy work and dressmaking, and the boys 
lu carpentering and gardening, or any- 
thing else considered desirable to develop 
the muscles. If the present system of 
Improper education continues, I see before 
me In the not very dim future, a nation of 
people wilhout n backbone. 

Then, too, as stated In the article, the 
education of the present day brings with It 
a great distaste for maiiuni work. Natur- 
ally so, and why? If we develop the 
1 rain and do not take equal pains at the 
same time to develop the physical consti- 
tution In a child under fourteen years of 
age. that child will not grow up to love 
hard work. Fat from It; he will, when 
given manual work to do, he utterly unfit- 
ted for It, simply because hla muscles are 
weak nnd Hubby. 

No, the boy will rather live by his wits, 
or be a clerk, a soldier or a policeman, 
anything before manual work, and the 
drudgery (as he thinks) of a farm. 

And the girl; why, she will be a school 
teacher or a typewriter, or clso she will 
become a shop girl and look charming 'be- 
hind a counter, In her trim and pretty at- 
tire, which she could never wear whilst do- 
ing domestic work either lu a town or 
farm house. 

At wdiat a cost Is all this? Is it from the 
eltieB that we get our finest and strongest 
men and women? Do not statisticians toll 
lis that families confined solely to town 
life for four generations die out, unless Corps of 
ountry Mood is Introduced? Wil' not this Hqulpmcn.

States? Has not Improper education 
caused some of the rami districts to be- 
come almost: depopulated?

This 
fact was made known when the prem- 
ises of the tailor were Opened yester- 
day morning. Then ho found a nuanr 
tity 'of cloth missing and a 'hole, eleven 
inches in diameter, in a back window, 
lo show 'where a small man had enter- 
ed to eton] the cloth. Tho th'ief, evi- 
dently aided by an accomplice, had 
gained entry from the rear window, and 
'had taken fallen of his loot from the 
show window. Seven suit lengths were 
taken from the window and two from 
the counter. The boards were remov- 
•ed nni! left. The thief, too, evidently 
was a judge of 'die material, for he 
took the befit .pieces of cloth to be- found 
in the store. 



Rev. L. Norman Tucker, organizing sec- 
retary of the Missionary Society of the 
Canadian Church, delivered au address at 
the cathedral school yesterday afternoon .it 
o'clock, and la the evening at eight 
met the members of the mission board 
and the churchwardens nud 'church com- 
mittees of the parishes for conference as 
to the work. Rev. J. Antle who Is visit- 
lag the city lu connection with the work 
of the society, also spoke. 

Considerable criticism has been laid 
upon the church that too much of Its soli- 
citude is given to foreign fields, whl'e de- 
serving subjects for missionary endeavor 
lie neglected in our midst. Perhaps there 
are none more deserving of the kludly con- 
sideration of those who go about doing 
f,-ood than tSat hardy class of tollers who 
labor la the forests of the province. Iu 
the life they lead with Its Isolation ami 
I'a vicissitudes, there is much excuse for 
tiie recklessness which Is characteristic of 
this class. A good hearted, noble minded 
fellow, witha', the logger merits the re- 
spect and good will of all who appreciate 
the manhood of this province. 

Schemes of practical philanthropy among 
the loggers of the Pacific Coast have been 
fitfully talked of for some years back. 
Nothing tangible resulted, however, until 
lf.it year, when Rev. Mr. Autle made a 
trip lu a small boat, visiting all the vari- 
ous camps along the coast, observing the 
conditions, and coming In personal contact 
with the men. His project — the scheme of 
the missionary society — Is, In brief, to es- 
tablish a circulating library for the use of 
the loggers, and wh.it Is most important, 
to establish a floating hospital, to mlnls- 
rcr to their physical needs. 

For this worthy ooject the citizens of 
Vancouver have already contributed $1,000. 
The M. S. C. C. has contributed 82,000, 
and the sum of $1,000 is to be collected 
here, Mr. Antle's present visit being for 
tiie purpose of canvassing for this fund. 

A small steamer for the use of the mis- 
sum Is now under construction at Wallace's 
shipyards, Vancouver. The vessel wt" he 
00 feet long and 1-1 feet In beam. It will 
be equipped with a V2. h. p. engine and an 
auxiliary sail, and will he ready fur service 
early in the spring. 

The mission ship will have a hospital 
<ot on board, and accessories for 'giving 
flint aid to the Injured. It will, In a word, 
serve as a sort of ambulance to the cottage 
hospital, the construction of which, at 
Keck liny, Is part of the mission scheme. 
'J he hospital will be entirely under the 
control of the Victorian Order of Nurses. 

This littla ship of mercy Is to be In 
charge of Rev. Mr. Antic, who Is qualify- 
In;: for a tug master's license, and Is tak- 
ing lectures on "first aid" to equip hlm- 
si'.f for the work. Arrangements are being 
made with a qualified surgeon to become a 
member of the crew, so that Injured men 
w'..' have the advantage of quick and skll- 
fu J attention. 

The district which will bo patrolled by 
the Angel, as sonic of the loggers have 
nemed the little steamer Is advance, lies 
between the north of Texaila island and 
south of Alert bay. In this great lumber- 
ing territory there ate at least IS.OOO log- 
gers employed, and those familiar with the 
(Lingers of their occupation, and their sus- 
ecptlldllty to Injury and sickness under 
c millions of aggravated suffering, will ap- 
preciate the need for such a work as that 
about to be undertaken. There Is scarcely 
a boat arriving at Vancouver that does 
net bring some logger to the hospital who 
fchs lain in protracted suffering, or per- 
chance the boily of a poor fellow who has 
died of his Injuries on the way down. Ho 
far at least as the district contemplated is 
concerned, this will be happily changed In 
tl. • future, and the loggers will have the 
I blessings of quick attention In the time 
C their distress. 

The missionary meeting at the cathedrol 
school yesterdav, presided over by the 
Bishop, was 'largely attended, and Rev. 
. Mr. Tucker gave .i very Interesting ac- 
; count of the work being carried oh by the 
! missionary society of the Canadian church 
amongst the Indians, and speclaPy dealt 
. with the pressing question of the numbers 
of Immigrants that have poured Into the 
1 Northwest. A large proportion or the $00.- 
i Oi ii i that has been raised' ' during the past, 
year has been devoted to the stipends ne- 
cessary for the additional clergy in the 
Northwest. The work of the Woman's 
Auxiliary Is to help In building and fur- 
| rdshlng the churches. The real need was 
i men of the true missionary spirit, and Dr. 
I Tucker emphasized strongly the duty of 
I Christian parents to set before their chil- 
dren the Ideal of their becoming mission- 
I a lies. Rev. Mr. Antic followed with an 
account of the needs of the Columbia Coast 
i Mission to the logging camps on the north- 
i east of Vancouver Island. Mr. Antic np- 
! pealed for furniture for the boat and the 
, hospital cot which wl'l be a feature of the 
I work: A hospital Is to he built at one of 
I th" large camps, and there Is a hope that 
a surgeon may be found to work with Mr. 
Antle The report was most cheering, 
and the meeting closed with the doxology 
and benediction.

New York, Jan; 24. — The most notice 
able fnct about trading in .stocks today 
-was the decided ^subsidence of nctlvlty. 
The market became almost Idle :it times, 
aud the movement of prices was Intenso 1 )" 
sluggish until the close. The tone, bow- 
ever, showed evident Improvement over 
that of yesterday and prices started up- 
wards briskly from the outset. In a few 
.Individual slocks there was u resumption 
of attempts to lift the prices, but the mo- 
tives of the buying In these eases was 
rather vague and not disclosed to the gen- 
eral public. Their sympathetic effect on 
the general list was also very moderate. 
There was .1 disposition to attribute the 
movement In Brie, which was quite com- 
l>'vx, to the supposed connection with wide- 
reaching settlement of the Northern Se- 
curities ease, which Is a mystery for stim- 
ulating nil sorts of movements of the mar- 
ket. Hut the firmness of the coalers had a 
more substantial explanation In the state- 
ment or the net earnings for December 
for the Central Railway of New Jersey, 
disclosing fnvorable conditions not only In 
the high level of gross earnings, but In 
cutting down of operating expenses. But 
the d'eumnd for stock easily ran out at the 
higher levels In the ease of all the day's 
advances, and there was a sprinkling of 
declines .which kept the tone Irregular for 
most of the day. The unsatisfactory re- 
sponse of the market to the advance In 
prices caused sufficient disappointment to 
Induce the active selling of the last half 
hour, which more than wiped out the la- 
borious salus of the previous four and one- 
half hours, and closed the market weak 
and at net losses. 

The bond market was Irregular; total 
sales par vnlue, $5,505,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.

Graphic details of the sinking of the 
Japanese cruiser Sayen olf Port Ar- 
thur, briefly told by press cables, were 
received by the steamer Athenian, which 
reached port Sunday. Commander 
Okllda, second in command, who sur- 
vived, gave the following narrative: 

"The Sayen was struck by a mine, 
and in two minutes listed to her £-tar- 
'board side and began going down fast. 
Ca.pt. Taj Una remained on t he bridge, 
refusing assistance and rejecting re- 
monstrances of officers to take to the 
boat. When the vessel .sank, the cap- 
tain and thirteen officers, including my- 
self, and 1-10 petty officers and men 
were hurled into the waves. When a 
number of us came lo the surface there 
were cries of 'Captain,' hut Capt. Ta- 
jhna was nowhere to bo seen. 

"As the Sayen foundered the Russians 
.poured a merciless lire on her from 
Laotishan, and the rescue by Japanese 
warships was made difficult, The work 
was continued ten hours, but no trace 
was seen of the captain or thirty-one 
others. The mine having struck the 
Sayen below the front engine room, live 
men working there were instantly kill- 
ed. Three escaped from the back en- 
gine room. Just before the sinking 1 
wan standing with Ihe captain, but. the 
waves separated " s - I seized a ham- 
mock and was picked .up after hall an 
hour in the water. 

•As the Sayen sank, Lieut. Naritoni 
ran from the upper deck and succeeded 
in rescuing the Emperor's photograph, 
-which he gave lo the chief signal ina-n 
and returned to seek that of the crown 
prince. lie was unable to regain the 
deck. The signal man was found fioilt- 
ing on a board, clutching tight tin? Em- 
peror's photograph." 

Regarding the reported loss 
Japanese battleship Yoshiinn, 
from time to time, the Yorodzu 
kio reports that the battleship was sav- 
ed and has been repaired, her guns 
'having been remounted, and slie was 
about to rejoin tin; tleet. It was re- 
ported that the Yoshima sank near 
Dalny. 'but it was expected she would 
he saved. The Kobe Herald says a 
new vessel i« about complete for the 
Japanese navy, to replace one of those 
lost at Port Arthur.
